This announcement was made yesterday by the California State 
Automobile Association which issued a statement saying that the pro- | 
posed amendment would materially strengthen the enforcement of 
the provisions of thé motor vehicle laws and at the same time is would | 
not impose unreasonable restrictions for technical violations upon the 
majority of motorists whose intent is to be law abiding, as would 
be the case if the five day citation provision were removed from the 
statute books. 

According to the Association’s statement, the amendment would 
provide a minimum sentence of five days in jail, upon conviction, for
